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REMARKS 

This paper is filed in response to the Office Action mailed February 11, 2003, Claims 
1 -7 were pending in the application. Claims 1-7 have been canceled and claims 8-2 1 have 
been added. No new matter has been added. Therefore, claims 8-2 1 arc now pending in the 
application and are submitted for reconsideration. 

Abstract 

The application was objected to because it lacked an abstract of the disclosure. An 
Abstract is attached to this response. 

Rejection of Clajm.<; 1 .7- 

Claims 1-7 were rejected under 35 U.S C. §112, second paragraph as being indefinite 
and failing to particularly poim out the Applicants' invention. Claims 1-7 have been canceled 
and claims 1 and 2 reuiitten as claims 8 and 9 to address the numerous §112 objections and 
to more clearly descri be the invention. In particular, the rewntten claim 8 omits the word 
"preferably" and recites '^a capacitor having a front, a back, and two sides" m order to permit 
more clarity in the description of the relative spatial positions of the various components of 
the capacitor assembly. 

Claims 1-7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02 a.s being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 5.623,399 issued to Tshii ei al. In response to these rejections, claim 1 has been canceled 
and rewritten as claim 8 which recites "Iwo side mechanical holders for mounting the 
capacitor to the base unit, one side mechanical holders disposed on and connected to each 
side of the capacitor." Ishii only shows one mechanical holder in each embodiment (9 in 
Figs. 3 and 8 or 1 80 in Figs. 12 and 15). Claim 1 also requires "a front mechanical holder 
disposed at the front of the capacitor for attachment of the at least one electrical connector 
and measurement sensor," In Ishii et al. it is the same holder 180 which houses current 
sensors 106 and 107 through which busbars 140. 160 and 170 pass, as shown in Figs. 12 and 
1 5. Applicants respectfully submit that nothing in ishii et al. or any of the other art of record 
leaches or suggests the present invention. 

In view of the above. Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejections and 
allowance of claims 8 and 9, 
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New Claims 10.21 ■ 

Claims 10-21 have been added in order to more fully claim tlie subject matter of 
Applicants' invention. Claims 10-15 dcpaid from claim 8. Claim 16 is a new independent 
claim directly to a converter appliance comprising a capacitor assembly mcludmg many of the 
feamres on the capacitor assembly of claim 8. Claims 17-21 depend from claim 16. 

None of the art of record teaches or suggests the combination of feamres recited in the 
new claims. Claims 10-15 depend from claim 8 and are thus patentable for at least the 
reasons stated above. Claim 16 requires, among other limitations, "a front mechanical holder 
po,sitioned at the front of the capacitor for attachment of electrical power connections" and 
"two side mechanical holders for mounting the capacitor to the ba,.e unit, one side mechanical 
holders disposed on and connected to each side of the capacitor." As noted above in relation 
to claim 8, Ishii only shows one mechanical holder m each embodiment (9 m Figs, 3 and 8 or 
180 in Figs. 12 and 15) and the same holder 180 which houses current sensors 106 and 107 
through which busbars 140. 1 60 and 170 pass, as shown in Figs. 12 and 15. 

Applicants respectfully submit that nothing in Ishii et al. or any of the other art of 
record teaches or suggests the subject matter of claims 10-21 .. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully request entry and allowance of claims 
10-21 by the Examiner.
